QUOTA ACTS TO "SHATTER SILENCE” 

At its board meeting last week in 
Washington, D.C., Quota International re- 
affirmed its goal to assist the hearing 
and speech impaired. As an international 
organization of professional women with 
chapters in the United States, Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand, Quota launched 
a very successful program during 1974 to 
increase public awareness of the meaning 
of deafness. More than 105 clubs re- 
ported newspaper, television and radio 
coverage. 

Quota's 1975 unified service project 
will work to remove communication bar-: 
riers in a number of ways. Among them 
are: 

..-urging public agencies to make their 
services more accessible through TTY 
installation ore 
..-Supporting and attending sign language 
classes in members’ communities 
..-promoting the use of captioned and 
interpreted TV programs 

..eand utilizing local television sta- 
tions to promote the understanding of 
deafness through Quota sponsored programs 
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to educate the public about deafness, 

In conjunction with its aims and 
activities, it was voted at the 1974 
Quota Convention that beginning with the 
1975-76 academic year recipients of 
Support through the Quota International 
Fellowship Fund will be students at 
Gallaudet College who are preparing to 
work with the deaf.

Several members of the College 
community -- Lottie Riekehof, Edna Adler 
and Marilyn Galloway -- became Quotarians
